The 
Austrians, unable to retire, ‘are bound 
to exert their utmost, if necessary, by 
engaging all their reserves, for the 
purpose of securing some sort of a 
success, -

AUSTRIANS FLEE 
FROM BAYONETS 


Italian Headquarters, June 19— 
Montello, the oval shaped chain of 
hills which hinge the Austrian offen- 
sive, have been occupied for several 
months by the British, who came to 
Italy under General Plummer. A Brit- 
ish division occupies the southwestern 
ridge of the Asiago plateau, with the 
French on their right. 

The British, after reconquering the 
advanced positions, momentarily 
abandoned on Saturday morning with 
a view. of strengthening their line, not 
only resisted all Austrian attempts, 
but gallantly counter attacked ina 
fashion that caused an Italian superior 
officer to remark: 

“They are slamming the gates of 
Italy in the face of the invaders.” 

A detachment of British cyclists ac- 
complished heroic deeds. They were 
changing positions and moving along 
a sunken road parellel to the front. 
Suddenly they ran into a vastly su- 
perior Austrian contingent barring the 
way. Instead of fleeing they dismount- 
ed and advanced with fixed bayonets. 
Simultaneously the Austrians were 
ordered to charge, and the two waves 
of bayonets clashed. A terrific fight 
ensued, but the splendid physique and 
undaunted courage of the British 
proved too much for the Austrans, who 
fled, discarding their rifles, the British 
pursuing and capturing many rifles 
and prisoners. 

One of the most successful features 
of the organization of the Italian army 
consists in the wise distribution and 
rapid handling of reserves, which is 
illustrated by the brilliant feat on the 
British sector, and is further testified 
to by the splendid Anglo-Italian cam-

~ MEMORIAL AL HOSPITAL HUN SOLDIERS. 


At the idsuguval meeting of the Red 
Deer Hospital Commission at the 
Memorial Hospital on Saturday after- 
noon, Mr, F. H. Tallman was chosen 
chairman and Judge Mahaffy vice- 
chairman. ° Ald. Galbraith, the third 
member of the Board, acted as Secre- 
tary for the meeting. Miss Kingston, 
the Lady Superintendent, was also 
present. 

It was decided to continue for the 

present the former arrangements of 
management. 
* The report of the Hospital Secretary- 
Treasurer, Mr. L. J. Porter, gave 
details of receipts and expenditure for 
the first four months of the year. The 
expenditure in January was $1132.88, 
receipts $885.40; February $988.65 and 
$1048.05; March $782.23 and $677.25; 
April $835.84 and $752.90. The total 
expenditure was $3729.60, total receipts 
$3363.60. Deficit $376. The receipts 
of May, however, were $1290.75, prac- 
tically wiping out the deficit of the 
first three months. The average num- 
ber of patients per day for May was 
19. 

The financial statements from Jan- 
uary 1 were considered. While they 
showed that the Hospital was about 
breaking even on current receipts and 
expenditures, a marked contrast to 
other hospitals of the province in this 
respect, yet no interest was paid on 
investment and little was paid on re- 
placement. The increases in remuner- 
ation for nurses, and the scarcity of 
nurses, as well as the greatly increas- 
ed cost of living, had put the Lady 
Superintendent to her wits’ end to 
keep a staff together and to make ends 
meet on current account on the same 
scale of charges as before the war. 
The Board, after considering the situa- 
tion, decided to make increases in two 
charges to bring them into Hine with 
other charges, pending a reconsidera- 
tion of the whole scale of charges. 

The Lady Superintendent reported 
on accounts, and it was decided that 
all accounts deemed.necessary by the 
President and Lady Superintendent be 
placed in the hands of the Solicitors 
for collection. 

The President and Secretary were 
authorized to pay monthly accounts 
where certified by the Lady Superin- 
tendent and the Secretary as funds 
may be available. 

The Hospital and grounds were in- 
spected by the Board. -The Town Com- 
missioner has put in an acre of pota- 
toes, besides the regular garden. Red 
Deer is to be congratulated on the very 
satisfactory management of the Hos- 
pital by the Lady Superintendent and 
the Chairman, alded by a competent 
staff, as is shown by the increasing use 
of its facilities from all over the dis- 
trict. 

The Board adjourned until Satur- 
day, June 29.

“The little children of these Belgian 
mothers were starving,” said the in- 
formant. “In desperation, the moth- 
ers went to various German headquar- 
ters in Belgian villages and begged 
for food.” 

“You must first dance with us and 
then we'll give you food for your 
babies,” said the Germans. And so 
the mothers danced. Can you blame 
them? They danced with the hateful 
invaders to keep their little ones from 
starvation. And alf the while the 
Germans made moying pictures of the 
dance.” 


GERMANS HATE CATHOLICS

many, because of the German army's 
explanation of some of its atrocities 
in Belgium.

ALLIES HAVE FINE STARTING 
POINT ON BALKAN FRONT. 


- Paris, June 21.—Discussing recent 
French successes in Albania, General 
Matheopoulos, an important Hellenic 
official laid particular stress on the oc- 
cupation by allied soldiers of Mount 
Lenia, in northern Epirus. The occu- 
pation of this hill, said the general, is 
of particular importance, for it will 
serve as a starting point for future 
French operations which could in- 
fluence the whole Balkan front. Lenia 
is the communicating point of a long 
chain of heights forming a horse shoe, 
the two branches of which incline to- 
wards the north constituting the sep- 
arating line between the river Skoum- 
bi and Lake Ochrida. 

Furthermore, the French success 
at Lenia facilitates the advance of al- 
lied troops in Elbasa the capture of 
which would cause the enemy to eva- 
cuate the Albanian country beyond 
Strouga and Ochrida. The capture of 
Lenia together with the Ostrovitza, 
recently effected by the allies, allow- 
ed the Italian troops in Epirus to ad-

UNSINKABLE SHIP ORDERED BY 
FRENCH. 


Washington, D.C., June 21.—A’' new 
type of “unsinkable” ship is being 
built in America. It .became known 
Thursday that contracts for ten of the 
vessels have been let by the French 
government to an American yard. 
The design is the work of a French- 
man and embodies principles hitherto 
untried, details of which are being 
kept secret.

vented the first two explosions from 
flooding sufficient space to sink the 
vessel.

Toronto, June 20.—A despatch to: 
the Telegram from --Guelph today 


| quotes Rey. W. D. Spence, president of 


the Guelph Ministerial association, 
and pastor. of the Congregational 
church, Guelph, as follows: 

“About ten days ago the Guelph 


| Jesuit Novitiate college, near Guelph, 


was visited by the dominion police. 
Forty-six young men were found on 
the premises, and of this number 22 
were entered since the military ser- 
vice act came into force. The police 
were not able to effect any arrests be- 
cause of instructions from™ Ottawa. 
It has been definitely learned that 
some of these young men have no in- 
tenton of studying for the priesthood, 
are merely making the institution a 
hiding place where they will be safe 
from the operation of the act. 

“Among the 22 who have entered 
since the act came into force; in fact, 
one of the most recent arrivals is the 
20-year-old son of Hon. Dr. Doherty. 
minister of justice. It has been de- 
cided that the status of these 22 men 
is to be left in the hands of the de- 
partment of justice. 

Owing to the fact that the local 
papers refuse to publish any details 
with regard to the visit the Protestant 
ministers of Guelph have notified the 
department of militia at Ottawa that 
they are conversant with the facts 
and that they purpose holding an in- 
lignation meeting, at which they will 
expose the conditions and names, and 
demand common justice. This meet- 
ing will be held on Monday. 


RECTOR DENIES IT. 


The Novitiate is in charge of Father 
Power, superior-general of the society 
of Jesus in Canada; Rev. Dr. Baroug, 
the rector, and Rev. Father R. Doyle. 
Following a consultation with their 
solicitors, the following statement was 
issued: 

“In answer to fnquiries, the rector 
of St. Stanislau'’s Novitiate announced 
that many rumors had gotten abroad 
as to the institution harboring desert- 
ers or defaulters under the military 
service act and. order-in-council, and 
he wishes emphatically to deny these 
and any other allegations of a like 
nature. 

“Particular pains had been taken at 
all times to accept none into the order 
that were subject to the act or any 
regulations or orders-in-council. 

“Representatives of the government 
had visited the Novitiate and had 
made many enquiries, all of which had 
been fully answered, and the _ repre- 
sentatives had been given every op- 


portunity to make any investigation.

MILITIA DEPARTMENT INQUIRED 


An officer from the department of 
militia at Ottawa was yesterday in 
Guelph investigating the whole affair. 

As reported to Ottawa, three young 
men, suspected as eligible for military 
service, were approached temporarily 
when the visit was made, but satisfied 
the authorities they were not eligible. 
‘The son of Hon. Dr. Doherty entered 
the order when he was 18 years of 
age. He is now 19. It is stated he 
joined the order after medical men 
had reported that he was not physic- 
ally fit to be a soldier. 


NEW BARBARITY 
OF HUN U-BOAT 
-{SBROUGHT OUT} 


PART OF CREW IN OPEN BOATS 
FOUND IN CRITICAL CONDITION 


London, June 21.—A new and fla- 
grant example of German submarine 
barbarity is reported by the newspa- 
pers. A U-boat first torpedoed with- 
out warning and then shelled a British 
steamer. When the officers and crew 
of the damaged vessel took to the 
boats they were ordered alongside the 
submarine and forced to go on its 
deck, the captain being taken below as 
a prisoner. As the steamer did not 
sink immediately the captain ordered 
some of the British to row one of their 
boats back to her with a German prize 
crew which rifled the steamer system- 
atically and then sank her with three 
bombs. 

After having been employed for 
nearly five hours in this work, the 
British were given some provisions 
and cast adrift. The same treatment 
was, dealt out to the others of the 
crew numbering 28. Of the 28 men 
in the second boat only five survived 
until she was picked up four days 
later. The occupants of the first boat 
were picked up in a very critical 
condition on the fifth day by an Amer- 
ican steamer.

GALBRAITH DEFENDED AND 
CRITICISED 


The electors of the Red Deer Prov- 
incial Constituency will be greatly in- ; 
terested in the controversy at present 
going on between the two big Calgary 
dailies over the position and merits 
of F. W. Galbraith as a candidate in 
the coming provincial election. 

- On Tuesday, June 18th, the Herald, 
in a leading editorial said: 
GALBRAITH’S OFFENCE. 

“According to the testimony of Capt. 
“Bob” Pearson, soldier representative 
in the Alberta legislature, F. W. Gal- 
braith would have been the govern- 
ment candidate in Red Deer constitu- 
ency had he not annoineed his candid- 
ature in advance of the regular party 
endorsation. Writing to the Alberta 
Veteran, Capt. Pearson gays: 


“T was in the lobby of the Alberta 
legislature one evening during the 
session. Quite a number of prom. 
inent members were present. An 

*“anouncement was made that Mr. 
John Gaetz had been nominated in 


the Red Deer constituency as a gov- 
ernment candidate. I said ‘Is there 
not already a government candidate 
in the field in the person of Mr. F. 
W. Galbraith?’ A cabinet minister 
who was present said, ‘Yes, but he 
did not wait for the government en- 
dorsation. If he had waited he 
would in all probability have re- 
ceived the government nomination, 
but since he did not, Gaetz will de- 
feat him.’” 


“This bit of evidence is interesting. 
From it we gather that the govern- 
ment party in Alberta has no use for 
any man in its party ranks, no matter 
how capable he might be as a legis- 
lator if he does not agree tg bind 
himself to the party. Should such a 
man have the temerity to offer himself 
as a candidate without the party en- 
dorsation having been first secured, 
it immediately becomes the business 
of the party faithful to see that he 
does not get into the legislature. This 
is the sin Mr. Galbraith -sommitted 
and for this cause he {s to be defeated 
if party machine tactics in Red Deer 
can do it. 

“Capt. Pearson doesn’t like this 
method of doing business and says so. 
Speaking further on the incident he 
says: 

“Now I am not at all interested, 
as a soldier, in the Red Deer elec- 
tion, further than that I admire Mr. 
Galbraith’s . stand on conscription, 
but it warns us, as soldiers, that we 
need to be on our guard where party 
politics are concerned. If nothing 
is any good without party endorsa- 
tion, then we need to be on our 
guard. Soldiers, through being 
welded together with ‘blood and 
iron, have become accustomed to 
think of men being good in them- 
selves, and, a8 @ course, good in 


self without the baptism of party 
endorsation.” 


“Captain “Bob” does well to advise 
his comrades to be on ‘their guard 
with respect to a system that holds :o 
man worthy except he be the endorsed 
representative of the party. He has 
reason to be doubly suspicious of the 
party machine that would oppose the 
election of such a man as Mr. Gal- 
braith in Red Deer. Mr. Galbraith is 
a Liberal of long and honorable stand- 
ing. The party machine could have 
no objection to him on that score. The 
only ground of objection is that he did 
not wait for the machine's endorsa- 
tion, which would have bound him to 
follow his leader and become ua party 
tool, as practically the whole govern- 
ment following at Edmonton is today 
With the electors of Red Deer con 
stituency, Mr. Galbraith’s neglect in 
this respect should be counted as 
something in his favor.

As a matter of fact, 
neither is right. Mr. Galbraith is 
being opposed by the government be- 
cause he led the way in introducing 
federal politics into provincial affairs.” 


On Thursday afternoon, the 20th, 
the Herald continues: 


INCONSISTENT. 


“The Morning Albertan announces 
that Mr. Galbraith, provincial Union 
candidate in the constituency of Red 
Deer, is being opposed by the govern- 
ment because “he led the way in in- 
troducing federal politics into provin- 
cial affairs.” The reference is to the 
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ate of a’ Union party organization in 
Red Deer, there being-a Unionist gov- 
ernment in Ottawa, . : 

“It would be as legitimate to charge 
Mr. Gaetz, the Liberal government 
candidate in the constituency, with a 
similar offence, there being a Liberal 
opposition in the Dominion House. As 
a matter of fact, the question of Union 
government for Alberta, or any other 
province, is not a federal issue, nor 
would the Albertan argue that it was 
were it not for the fact that in this 
particular case if is serving its party 
at Edmonton and,seeking some cam- 
paign cry that may help the party 
cause in the Red Deer bye-clection. 

The position is, to say the least, pe- 
culiar. Supporting the Dominion 
Unionist government in federal poli- 
tics, it seeks to defeat an Independent 
Red Deer provincial candidate by 
branding him a federal Unionist, thus 
hoping to unite all opponents of Union- 
ist government at Ottawa, who vote in 
Red Deer, against him. 

“The truth is that the Albertan is 
not opposing Mr. Galbraith in Red 
Deer because he pleased to call him- 
self a Union candidate. The objection 
to him is that he is not the Liberal 
party candidate, and that he refused 
to let himself be bound by the party 
machine. So far as the man is con- 
cerned, the Albertan can find no fault. 
He is a sample of the best kind of 
citizen. At various times the Albertan 
has declared itself a champion of 
practically all the policies advocated 
by Mr. Galbraith. There is but one 
thing the matter with the Red Deer 
man. He has defied the Liberal party 
machine. That is an offence, appar- 
ently, which the Albertan’s Newer 
Liberalism zeal cannot excuse.” 


Calgary Albertan, Friday, June 21: 

“The Calgary Herald insists that 
Mr. Galbraith should be supported as 
an Independent in Red Deer because 
he is trying to introduce the Unionst 
party—a federal party organized for 
federal affairs—into provincial affairs. 
If the Herald would get up early 
enough in the morning, it would meet 
itself on the way back.” 


Calgary Herald, Friday, June 21: 

“If the Morning Albertan could have 
its way there would be no party can- 
didates in provincial elections other 
than machine Liberals and Labor-Lib- 
erals. We are beginning to  under- 
stand what the Albertan’s newer 
Liberalism really means. 


Albertan, Saturday, June 22: 

“The Calgary Herald sneers that it 
is beginning to learn the meaning of 
the New Liberalism of The Albertan 
It need not flatter itself. The Herald 
is too Tory in heart, mind and soul to 
understand any Liberal idea. Ne 
warm Liberal idea could penetrate its 
hardened Tory mind.” 


It is necessary for us to state again 
that Federal politics were introduced 
into this election when Hon. Mr. 
Boyle came to Red Deer and called a 
meeting of the Liberal party, from 
which F. W. Galbraith was excluded 
because he backed Dr. Clark. It was 
stated at that meeting that no one ex- 
cept a supporter of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
fer could get the nomination. J. J 
Gaetz was spoken of as the only avail- 
able man who could swing the pro 
German, anti-British vote to the Lib- 
eral side. 

It was after this meeting was held 
and Mr. Galbraith and others were 
snubbed for being loyal citizens, that 
a Union Independent Association was 
formed, and Mr. Galbraith joined it. 
This association promised to support 
any candidate brought out by them. 
and Mr. Galbraith was the choice of 
the convention. That is the whole 
story. 

If thebone-head Albertan man wants 
to be enlightened and will visit Red 
Deer he will learn more about the real 
situation here in three minutes than 
he will learn in a thousand years 
scrapping with the Herald over some- 
thing he really knows nothing about. 


FARMERS AND THE CROP. 


The farmers of Canada will very 
shortly have to undertake the harvest 
work with the help of green labor. In 
this connection they should remember 
that we are at war. -They should ad- 
just their work throughout the farm 
to suit the new conditions, and they 
should begin right in their own minds. 

The first adjustment necessary is to 
change the point of view from one of 
criticism, discouragement, and fault- 
finding with labor conditions, to that 
of the soldier and war’ worker, and 
realize that we are going through a 
crisis, the most serious the world has 
ever witnessed without any exaggera- 
tion whatsoever. 

There used to be talk among farm- 
ers derogatory to the city man and 
other inexperienced laborers who 
sometimes sought employment tempor- 
arily on the farm. Such talk is out of 
place now, with the Germans sixty 
miles from Paris and every available 
man in Britain and France fighting 
to save not only his own country but 
this country as well. Such Canadian 
farmers forget that they themselves 
have been farmers all their lives and 
in war time they can’t expect to se- 
cure men volunteering from the cities 
with an experience in farm work equal 
to their own. That is an impossibil- 
ity, but it is not impossible that farm 
production of this country be increas- 
ed, despite the shortage of experienced 
labor. That this is true is proven by 
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the experience of this country in the 
manufacture of munitions. .*\: 

- When the war started Canada was 
absolutely inexperiencéd, unskilled in, 
and without the machinery: for — the 
manufacture of munitions. The man- 
ufacturers got to work. They studied 
the ‘problem and they solved it. 

Today Canada is turning out mil- 
lions of dollars worth of shells every 
month, from the largest to the small- 
est, and the most minute mechanical 
contrivarftes in connection with fuses 
and time charges.’.Canada’s record 
in the manufacture of munitions is 
one of the surprises of the war. It 
was not made by Canada saying, “Can- 
ada Can't,” but by adopting the motto, 
“Canada Can.” Canada did not re- 
fuse to try because of the scarcity of 
labor, but set to work to organize and 
employed men and girls who had nev- 
er been inside a factory before. They 
accomplished the impossible! These 
inexperienced helpers were speedily 
taught their parts and the result is 
shown in the products of munitions 
from Canadian factories now known 
all over the world—not excepting Ger- 
many. 

The result of organization and the 
willing war time spirit in Great Brit- 
ain is equally convincing. Great Brit- 
ain last year, largely with inexperienc- 
ed labor on the land, increased her 
cereal production by 850,000 tons, its 
potato production by 5,000,000 tons. 
The cultivated area was increased al- 
together by 1,000,000 acres. When in 
1917, 820,645 men were taken from in- 
dustrial organizations and placed in 
the army the war office replaced them 
with 804,000 women, and yet the pro- 
ducton of guns was increased 30 per 
cent, air craft 250 per cent, while the 
shipping tonnage amounted to 1,165,- 
000 tons additional. 

‘The best recent illustration of what 
can be done in an emergency when 
only inexperienced men are available 
is that of the battle of Picardy, when 
the fifth army under General Gough 
was overwhelmed and out-numbered, 
it looked inevitabla that the Huns 
would break through and capture the 
city of Amiens, which would have 
meant the interruption of railway 
communication between Channel ports 
and Paris, cutting off the British from 
one of their chief bases of supplies. 
General Carey, however, saved the sit- 
uation. He called upon all classes of 
men behind the lines, whether they 
were soldiers, cooks. camp followers, 
‘railway construction men, Chinese 
laborers, medical service men, trans- 
port men, or whatever they were, and 
organized them to fill the breach. 
With these men he succeeded in doing 
what the 5th army failed to do—he 
held the line! With no training in 
trench warfare, and no fighting organ- 
ization before that time, General 
Carey gathered them together and this 
nondescript gathering of troops kept 
the Huns back for six days and nights 
until re-enforcements arrived. General 
Carey did not say “I can't use this 
untrained class of men,” but he set 
to work without a moments hesita- 
tion to make the best of them, and he 
succeeded in saving the British army 
and its allies from a desperate crisis. 

Similarly, if the Canadian farmer 
makes up his mind that these are war 
times and war meagures are necessary 
there is steele no doubt he can 
utilize to a tremendous advantage the 
man power and the woman power of 
the towns, where people are only too 
wlling to go to his assistance, if they 
are organized to do so. He must not 
expect them to be experienced and to 
know as much about the details of 
farm work as he does. It has taken 
him a life-time to acquire his informa- 
tion. Townspeople have spent their 
lives at different work, but with his 
knowledge of farming and his intim- 
ate acquaintance with his farm and 
all its needs he should have the abil- 
ity to organize inexperienced help, 
and show each helper his or her par- 
ticular job and how best to accomplish 
it. A few hours patient teaching in 
any one particular line of work will 
very soon enable a greenhorn to 
“Carry on,” as they say in the army. 
By patience and consideration the far- 
mers of Canada can, without question, 
effect an organization from green but 
willing help from town that will not 
only surprise themselves but will also 
be of tremendous benefit to the Em- 
pire by the increased results of their 
harvest.

It is not often that a letter from a 
lad of sixteen attains the publicity 
which has recently been given to that 
of a Toronto boy, which was quoted 
recently by Sir Robert Borden in Par- 
liament, and appeared in the pages of 
Hansard on the 25th of April. 

At a recent session of the commons 
the Premier asked the indulgence of 
the House while he read a letter which 
he had received from a sixteen-year-old 
Ontario boy. The Premier regarded 
it as admirably expressing the spirit 
of the young men of Canada. The 
letter reads: 

“Toronto, Ont., April 18, 1918. 
“Sir Robert Borden, Ottawa. 

“Dear Sir,—I am asking you a favor 
to help me to get in the army. I am 
only a boy of 16 years and want to 
give my life -for my country. I have 
tried many times but failed. Why 
T am asking you is becauge you are 
like a King to Canada and if you said 
a word it would help me more than 
anything else. My dad has been to

The name of the youthful patriot 
was withheld, but Sir Robert said

Two sentences struck Sir Robert 
as remarkable—the one in which he 
says, “now I am the only one left to 
do something for my country.” He 
might naturally ‘and most reasonably 
have said, “I am the only one left to 
do something for my family,” but~he 
did not say that; he said, “I am the 
only one left to do something for my 
country.” And then observe the last 
words of the letter, “The line is worth 
more than my life.” 

Sir Robert concludes in comment- 
ing upon this remarkable letter by 
saying: “I ag sure that that letter 
does indeed express the spirit of the 
Canadian people, and as long as that 
spirit endures, and I am confident it 
will always endure, we need have no 
fear for the destiny of our country, 
whether in this war or after the war.”

Men 19 and 20 Years of Age. 


Harvest Leave. 


Leave ot Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. 
Procedure to obtain Leave of Absence. . 


Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 18, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time - 
to time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Mili- 
tary Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colors. 


This impression is quite incorrect. 


No date has yet been fixed for calling 


upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 


the Cabinet for decision. 


In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 


unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 
There is no further obligation incumbent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they re- 
ceive notice from the Registrars.

It is desired that the Regulations respectingleaveofabsencein casesof hard- 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases :—(a) where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a liy: lihood,ofafather 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or under treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, orin training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas) ; brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or children not to be counted, in 
determining the fact that the man isthe “only” remaining son or _ brother; 
where extreme hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an 
invai'd father or other helpless dependents. 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual concerned, but to others, that is; members of 
his family or those depending upon him. 


Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 


_ Asimple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has been detailed whose dutyit is to give them immediate attention. 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit statethathe desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his applica- 
tion form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Otta- 


wa. 


In the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given 


provisional leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and — 
continue his civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed of.

THE HISTORY OF CLEARVIEW 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 


By PERCY GAETZ 


The history of the Clearview School 
district began in the year 1901. The 
memory of those times is still clear 
in the minds of the old-timers of to- 
day. 

Just about twenty years ago, when 
the pioneer settlers, among whom 
were A. H. Trimble, Chris. White, and 
D. W. McKinnon, felt the need of a 
school for their young folks, a meet- 
ing was held in Chris. White’s little 
log house. Besides these three there 
were at the meeting A. P. Olsen and 
Neil Neilson, with Geo. W. Greene 
acting as secretary. 

With one exception they agreed up 
on erecting a school district which 
would take in part of Springvale on 
the east and Horn Hill in the south. 

A contract was let for the building 
of the school house, but on account of 
some objections by the Springvale 
people the contract was withdrawn by 
the government at Regina. 

The location of the school became 
a contentious question in the several 
neighborhoods. Some of our friends 
wanted a large school district, but 
others with wider range could see 
that there was room for two schoo! 
districts, now known as Waskasoo and 
Clearview. 

At one of the meetings in the great 
campnign, a delegate was appointed 
to go to interview the government 
at Regina, resulting in a school in- 
spector being sent up to view the 
situation. He realized the natural 
difficulties, and on his report we got 
our Clearview location,and left enough 
country on this side of the Red Deer 
river for the Waskasoo school district, 
of which A. P. Olsen was the first 
promoter. It is wonderful what time 
will do in healing grievances. All the 
hard feelings caused by different views 
have gone and people now meet as 
neighbors and friends. 

In looking over the old records we 
find that during the last seventeen 
years the office of school trustee has 
been held by the following nine per- 
sons, viz.: N. Michener, D. W. McKin- 
non, Wm. Steel, H. W. Trimble, J. H. 
Comfort, Jas. Spiers, Thos. Meeres, 
and B.C. Trimble. 

J. A. Youmans was the first secre- 
tary-treasurer and assessor. On his 
leaving for the Mission field in Octo- 
ber, 1906, Arthur W. Willson, now 
serving his king and country at the 
front, held office for nearly a year. He 
was followed by D. W. McKinnon, 
who has been secretary treasurer ever 
since. School was opened early in 
1902 by Geo. Martin. He enlisted in 
the South African war and was suc- 


‘ 


ceeded’ by Edwin Laird, ho by: Miss 
Pearce, ‘then —E..’Laird \: came © back 
again. His ‘successor was Miss Mc- 
Lellan, who: taught -till George Martin 
married her and took her. to Grande 


‘| Prairie in the Peace River country. 


Then followed nine teachers, viz.: 
Mis& Cole, Miss Wade, Miss Delmere, 
Miss Sinclaire, Miss Gladys, Trimble, 
Miss Hope, Mr. Colvin Chadsey, Miss 
Hope again,’ and Miss Isabella Cale.

HISTORY OF ‘THE SPRINGVALE 
SCHOOL DISTRICT

The Springvale school district is 
situated to the south east of Red Deei 
The‘ nearest point to Red Deer is fou 
miles.

The first settler that came to the 
district was Mr. Hallgren, who came 
in the year 1884.

The Springvale school district was 
formed in the year 1892, under the 
laws of the North West territories.

The school was < 
log building built by Mr. Coghill, anc 
accommodated about thirty-five pupils. 
The first teacher of Springvale schoo 
was Mr. Husband, and the first schoo. 
board consisted of Mr. Bawtinheimer 
Mr. A. H. Trimble, and Mr. Josep) 
Cole. 

During the first years the farmer: 
had a great many hardships. Mos: 
of them did not have any horses to dc 
the work, so they used,oxen. Most o! 
the houses and barns were built o 
logs and they had not the warmtL 
that they have now. The machiner, 
they used to do the work took them a 
longer time to complete the work. 

Later on‘the district became part oi 
the local improvement district, No 
339. 

After the school district became pari 
of the local improvement district i. 
improved the district a great deal 
especially the roads. 

A church and parsonage_was buih 
on the corner of Mr. Gummow’s land 
in the year 1901. 

In 1910 a new school was built. It 
was a very up-to-date brick school. 
It has a furnace and a great many 
things that it had not before. The 
teacher of the school* was Mr. Code. 

In later years the farmers had morc 
prosperous days. They built bette: 
houses and barns, and had many helps 
They used reapers to cut the grain 
and plows to till the land. They be- 
gan to use horses so that they had less 
work to do themselves.
